He de- 
fended himfelf with iuch Vigour, chat the Enemy 
were repuis’d with the Lofs of 150 Men kill'd, a- 
mong them a General Officer who commanded 
them, and 7 other Officers. The 1ith the Enemy 
were beaten out of Seclin. The fame Day the De- 
puties of the States of Artois, had Audience of the 
Duke of Burgundy, being introduc’d by M. de Cha- 
thillart Minifter and Secretary of Star: ; and ihe Ab. 
bor dela Croix Grand Vicar and Provoft of the tturch 
of Arras, being the Deputy for the Clerg., madea 
Speech in the Name of the whole. The Duke recciv’d 
them favourably, and promis’d them ‘ha he wouid 
ufe ail his Endéavours to keep off the Enemy from 
their Frontier. The i2th a Battery on an Eminence 
began to play on the Village of Enticts, in which 
the Enemy, being favour'd by the Situation of the 
Ground had fortified themfe!ves, as well as at Fretin, 
in fuch a manner as render'd the Approaches to their 
Camp very difficulr. Our Army had intelligence 
from Lifle, that the 11th M, de Permangle and ihe 
Marquis de Maillebois made a Salley, in which 
they beat the Enemy from the Angles of the Glacis 
of the Counterfcarp, ruin’d their Lodgments, carry’d 
off al) their Tools, and return’d into the Place with 
4° Prifoners, having kill’d a great Number of the 
Enemy: That the Night between the 13'b and 
14th the Befieged leveil’d a Part of the Trenches 
and adjoyning Works: That the Place was not at 
all diftrefs'd; and that they were inform’d the Enemy 
began to want Ammunition and Provifions. Vponthis 
Tuformation it was refolv’d rofufpend ibe Attack of the 
Enemy’s Lines,and to encamp below Tournay,to cut 
off all their Conyoys, which muft neceffarily pafs 
between the Lis and the Schelde. Accordingly the 
15th the Army repafs’d the Marque, the Enemy 
making no Motion to hinder it. They encamp’d 
With the Left at Berfee berween Orchies and Mons 
en Penle, and thence detach’d 20 Squadrons and 
fome Battallions to Doway, 7 Squadrons and 2 Bat- 
tallions to Arras, and a like Number to Bethune, 
to ftreighten the Enemy and hinder their Excurfions. 
The 16th the Army encamp’d below Tournay : 
The 17th they pafs’d the Schelde ; and the 18th ex- 
tended themfelves from Tournay down to Herine, 
M. de Chemeraur, de Souternon, and de la Chaftre, 
are at Potres with a Body of Troops, who have a 
Communication and are protected by the Army. 
Tis propos’d by this Difpefition to cut off the Con- 
Voys of the Allies, and to hinder them from con- 
tinving the Siege of Lifle, The 15th they were 
poffefs’d of no more than ah Angle of the Coverd- 
Way, and the Breaches which were not then per- 
fected, were repair’d by large Timber. The Ene- 
my’s Army is extremely fatigu’d, and ‘tis reckon'd 
they have already loft above 12000 Menvof their
